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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed in detail. Adams '308 
discloses the theft deterrent device of claim 1 except for the plurality of housing apertures that 
are less in number than said base plate aperture and are alignable with said base plate apertures 
in a plurality of different positions relative thereto. Shen £ 613 teaches a plurality of apertures 
alignable with apertures in a plurality of different positions, however there is no motivation to 
combine the teaching of Shen c 613 with Adams '308.
